Would Impugn Own Testimony. 
“ 1 have given the

mendation careful thought and serious

lend adherence to the decrees of the

than that I have heretofore failed or

truthful and sincere and in keeping 
with the facts in the case. 
1 am not 
willing to make any statement that 
would impugn my own testimony.

am not willing by any device or sub­ 
terfuge to attempt to deceive the court 
or secure an acquittal by any other 
means than those of the evidence and 
truthfulness of my testimony. 
“ Indeed, I should feel more content­ 
ment if convicted conscious of the
